Incident Summary:  On January 2, 2019 at approximately 11:37 p.m., officers were dispatched to 5435 
Lonsdale Place North on report of a shooting. Upon arrival, officers met with Maurice Brooks who was 
suffering from a gunshot wound to the back.  Mr. Brooks informed them that he was in his backyard 
when he heard gunfire and then realized that he had been struck. Mr. Brooks was tranported to a local 
area hospital in stable condition. During the subsequent investigation, witnesses informed detectives 
that two (2) unknown male blacks individuals shot at each other over drugs and fled on foot. Witnesses 
stated that one of the individuals, known as the "weed man" from his constant illegal marijuana sales in 
the neighborhood, was involved in the incident. Mr. Brooks stated that he is known as the "weed man" to 
his neighbors, however, he stated he did not have a gun during the incident.
